W illis of Ohio, a Republican member 
of the house Interstate and foreign 
commerce committee. 
The basic principle of this measure 
w ill be the right of congress to con­ 
trol the Instrum entalities of interstate 
commerce, even to the extent of regu­ 
lating the rates in each state. 
Such is Representative W illis ’ In­ 
terpretation of what tin; supreme court 
of the United States held in the Min­ 
nesota rate cases to be within the 
power of congress. 
The bill may be patterned after the 
federal safety appliance acts. 
Since 
the decision 
in the Minnesota 
r a te 
case these laws have been pointed to 
as instances where congress has seen 
fit to exercise its jurisdiction in state 
matters, because these matters con­ 
cern 
the instrum entalities of 
inter­ 
state commerce. 
In a safety appliance decision about 
a year ago the supreme court held 
the laws applh^l to cars on an inter­ 
state 
road, although the cars 
were 
carrying 
commerce 
originating

ending within the state of Alabama.

The commis­ 
sion is convinced that some roads are 
paid too high and some not enough, 
but Just what ought to be paid is 
doubtful. 
Ilence the necessity of a 
traffic man in the postoffioe depart 
ment to handle this perplexing ques 
tion.

One man who has had much to do 
with the postal service makes the sug­ 
gestion thnt a traffic man or n traffic 
board of throe men should have power 
to make mall arrangements with the 
railroads. 
The traffic department of 
the postoffloe department should find 
what was a fair rate for carrying the 
mail on the different roads, offer the 
roads that fair rate and if the roads 
refused the Interstate commence com­ 
mission should have the jtower to hear 
and decide tin* case as it does between 
roads and shippers of other com modi 
ties. 
This Is n rather novel proposition, 
but it seems much more reasonable 
than the present weighing plan, or the 
proposed space plan, or- anything else 
that has been devised In theeway of 
settling the existing contentions.

SIBERIA'S RINGED BREAD. 


M akes Good Soup A fter Being U sed Im 
a Gam e of Q uoits. 
No homemade bread I i i the world can 
vie either iii Indigestibility or useful 
ness with tin* small ringed bread of SI 
baria, probably the most extraordinary 
bread In the whole world 
When the Russian engineering par 
ties were constructing tin* Siberian 
railroad this white ringed bread wa- 
tbeir chief food 
As its name Implies. 
it Is made In tin* shape of a ring 
I; 
Is cooked without salt or yeast and 
Is first steamed and then lightly baked 
to expel the moisture. 
It is eaten and 
ased in a wonderful variety of ways 
During 
the 
Intensely 
cold 
winter 
months It Is soaked In hot tallow for 
a few moments and then eaten with 
aoup or dipped in tea and swallowed 
This tallow bread is considered to be 
©ne of the most lieut producing fowls 
In existence. 
A curious use to which it is put is as 
a lamp or stove 
H alf a dozen or eight 
boles are bored In the "tallow ring 
bread," and wax vestas nre placed In 
them and lighted. 
This bread stove 
will bum slowly for about an hour, 
giving out sufficient bent to boil the 
necessary water for tea or coffee for 
half a dozen people. 
During the day, when tim e hangs 
heavily, tho Siberian peasants play 
quoits with their ringed bread, the 
sam e breads appearing In the soup at 
the evening meal.—Pearson’s Weekly.

M easuring How Fast and F a r T hey Go 
W h irlin g Throu gh Space. 
Away out In space millions of milos 
distant is a star. 
To the eye It re­ 
mains, year in, year out, a fixed point 
of light. 
Evfm through the telescope 
It does not appear to move. so slight is 
Its orbit compart'd with the enormous 
distance that separates Ii from us. 
Yet it is whirling through space as 
we are a flout some still which it obeys, 
as we do ours 
How do the astron­ 
omers learn this? 
Through the spec­ 
troscope. 
Every one is familiar with the fact 
that when a whistling locomotive is ap­ 
proaching the pitch of the whistle 
rises and as the engine recedes it falls. 
This is because the sound waves are 
crowded together by the onrushing en­ 
gine and shortened as It approaches 
and are drawn out longer as it goes the 
other way. 
Tile same thing happens to the light 
of an onrushing star. 
The eye cannot 
detect it. but the spectroscope does. 
The astronomer allows the light of 
the star to come through a slit and be 
broken up by the instrument. 
He se­ 
lects a single line of the spectrum of 
the star, chooses a guide line beside it 
and watches it 
If the star is approaching tho light 
waves will be shortened and the light 
will become slightly nearer the violet. 
If it is receding the waves will be 
longer and the light will approach the 
red. 
Red is low pitch in light and blue Is 
high pitch. 
As the star swings about 
the curve at this end of its orbit the 
light gradually returns to normal, be­ 
cause the star, while moving Just as 
f a s t Is not approaching us as much. 
As the star turns back the line goes the 
other side of tho uormal. 
By continued observation the astron­ 
omer finds how fast and how far the 
star goes each way and how often it 
does so. 
In the case of some stars he 
discovers that what appears to Ive one 
star is really two, which is shown by 
the fact that n line will divide Into 
two and one part move up and the oth­ 
er down the spectrum at the same 
time. 
Such stars are known as spec­ 
troscopic doubles —New York Sun.

It was then removed to 
Rosk o Brothers’ garage where they 
will endeavor by brazing or some pro­ 
cess to repair the crack ed side of the 
tire bell and thus restore its voice. 
Aud Peacock wil be requisitioned 
again when it comes to placing the

An Indian “sp eaking rock,” bearing 
in the Indian sign language the tale of 
the tkx Kl and the ark. has been found 
by railroad surv ey ors high up on the 
smooth rocky sides of the cany on of 
the Wind riv er in Wy oming, 100 miles 
west of Casp er. 
The characters, p rotected by an ov er­ 
hanging Jedge, are well p resery ed and 
p erfectly legible. 
They Are rudely cut 
or engruv ed in tl» granite face of tike 
clllY and an* so well p rotected that, 
unless obliterated by the hand of man, 
they p robably will remain intelligible 
until the end of time. 
When or by whom tl» characters 
Were cut in the face of the cliff is a 
question none can answer, but the sav ­ 
age artist undoubtedly knew the story 
of the flood of Genesis, nnd In his rikde 
p icture writing has told it in a manner 
which none acquainted with the Indi­ 
an’s univ ersal sign language can fail 
to read nnd understand. 
This “sp eaking rock" was seen by 
white men—trap p ers for the Hudson 
Bay comp any —nearly a century ago 
and was rep orted to tl» factor nt that 
time. 
But since then, ex cep t for an 
occasional Chey enne or Crow Indian, 
the ey e of man did not gaze up on it un­ 
til the railroad surv ey ors discov ered 
tiie hierogly p hics some time ago.

One of the E arly Missionaries. 


An Indian "speaking rock,’’ bearing 
In the Indian sign language the tale of 
the Uood und tile ark, has been found 
by railroad surveyors high up on tike 
smooth rocky sides of the canyon of 
tike Wind river in Wyoming, IOO miles 
w est of Casper. 
The characters, protected by an over­ 
hanging ledge, are well preserved and 
perfectly legible. 
They Are rudely cut 
or engraved in the granite face of tike 
clllT and ar** so well protected that, 
unless obliterated by the hand of man, 
they probably will rem ain Intelligible 
until tile end of time. 
W hen or by whom tike characters 
Were cut in the face of the cliff is a 
question none can answer, but the sav­ 
age nrtist undoubtedly knew the story 
of the flood of Genesis, and in his rude 
picture w riting has told It In a m anner 
which none acquainted w ith tile Indi­ 
an ’s universal sign language can fall 
to rend and understand. 
Tills "speaking rock" was seen by 
w hite m en—trappers for the Hudson 
Bay com pany—nearly a century ago 
and w as report ell to tike factor at th at 
time.

G reat Spirit became angered a t tike 
people of the earth; th at he spoke in a 
great voice (thunder), aw ful fin’s flash­ 
ed across the skies and torrents raged. 
The land became desolate. 
For more 
th an a moon (month) the flood sw ept 
and everything w as destroyed. 


A rk W a s a Canos. 
At last there cam e a calm, and a sin­ 
gle canoe carrying a single hum an and 
much 
gam e appeared. 
This 
canoe 
drifted for n long time. 
At length one 
day the man. who w as dressed in tike 
skins of the w hite d*vr. sent forth a 


I dove, 
which 
returned 
after 
three 
sleeps (nights) w ith a sprig of the red 
willow. 
The dove was a w hite one. 
the Indian bird of peace. 
Then the canoe landed, and tile man 
got out. 
Tho game, which w as alive, 
leaped from the t>ont and nm into the 
forests, which by this tim e had again 
appeared. 
It is supposed tile Indian engraver 
picked up the story of the flood from 
some m issionary Iii the southw est and 
was so struck w ith It th a t he w rote 
the characters on the great smooth 
side of the canyon. 
Many of these 
j “s p ik in g rocks” are to be found Iii 
tho Rocky m ountain country, tike In­ 
dians often using th at system In pre- 
i serving a history of some great event 
! In the tribe. 
A nother fq>e«king rock which Is a 
m ystery Is oik* to lie seen at tike Mount 
I of the Holy Cross, In Colorado. 
The 
characters on this rock were printed 
and have l>ocn there since before tike 
coming of w hite men to the Rocky 
1 m ountains. 
Much of the w riting has 
t>eeii obliterated by storm# ami shift­ 
ing sands. 
W hat is left proves that 
originally the words were those of tl>e 
Iiord’s Fm yer. 
The letters are about rIx Inches long 
and two Inola* wide. 
The w ords still 
legible are “minke (tlam art) nicnze 
kin w nknndapi kle (thy nam e holy re­ 
gard «*d shall) ultakiconze (thy kingdom 
the come shall) nltow acin (thy will) 
econ pi (lie done) m ake (earth) anpetu 
kin de taknyultapl (today the food us 
give) w aw itan (story) nitaw a (name).’’ 


C ro ss a Sign. 
According to the Indians the great 
w hite cross on the m ountain form ed by 
canyons filled w ith snow and ice. was 
put there by the G reat Spirit as a sign 
of pleasure at the coming of the white 
men I ii to the lands of the Indians; th at 
one season the cross disappeared (tile 
h«*nt of an unusually w arm sum m er 
probably m elted the snow) and th at 
the Indian medicine men incited the 
w arrior to w ar against the whites, set­ 
ting forth that the sign of the G reat 
Spirit’s 
protection 
had 
been 
taken 
away. 
T hat year occurred the outbreak 
which opened w ith the M eeker m assa­ 
cre. 
The story sets forth th at after 
the following winter the cross reap­ 
peared and the Indians knew the G reat 
Spirit had again turned his face to­ 
ward the w hite people 
Tho Indians say that sim ultaneously 
with the reappearance of the great 
w hite cross the characters w ere fash ­ 
ioned on the canyon wall and the story 
of the Lord's prayer was told by hands 
not hum an 
The surveyor* who discovered tho 
hieroglyphics of the flood on the walls 
of the W ind river canyon will make 
pictures ami draw ings of the charac­ 
ters when next they pass through the 
great slash in the m ountains. The men 
say the carvings are so high up on the 
walls that the artist m ust have been 
lowered from the top of the canyon by 
ropes. 


Force of a Jet of W ater. 
A factory in Grenoble. France, uti- 
llizes the w ater of a reservoir situated 
in the m ountains at n height of 200 
yards.

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EW recent notions nt law have 
attracted more attention than 
the libel suit of former Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt against George 
H. Newett. publisher of a Michigan 
trade journal. 
And rarely has a more 
notable list of witnesses been sum ­ 
moned than appeared at Marquette to 
testify for Colonel Roosevelt 
Among the defenders of the bull 
moose leader were .Tames R. Garfield, 
form er secretary of the interior; Rob­ 
ert Bacon, former secretary of state; 
Jacob Uiis. Governor Hadley of Mis 
souri. Frank Ty ree. United States Mar­ 
shal of the West 
Virginia district; 
John Cnllnn O’Loughlln, former assis­ 
tant secretary of state, and Trum an 
H. Newberry , former secretary of the 
navy . 
Men 
of nil 
political 
faiths 
were 
among the witnesses called for Colonel 
Roosevelt. 
Cowboy s and soldiers who 
knew him in the west mul during the 
8pnnish-A merican war volunteered to 
testify hi refutation of Newett’s charge 
that their former comrade and leader 
is addicted to the excessive use cf a! 
co hoi 
I>r John B. Murphy and Dr. Arthur 
Penn Bevan, who examined and a t­ 
tend- <1 Colonel Roosevelt at Mercy hos 
pital in Chicago, nfter he had been shot 
at Milwaukee during the presidential 
campaign last fall, testified for their 
former patient. 
In depositions taken 
prior to the opening of the case they 
asserted that New ett’s charge was not 
borne out by any thing revealed during 
Colonel Roosevelt’s convalescence from 
the effects of the bullet wound. 
On the way from New York to Mar 
quette. Colonel Roosevelt let It b« 
known by newspaper men that he in­ 
tended to have his whole life barisi at 
the trial. If necessary , In order to prove 
the falsity of Newett’s charges. 


Ho w Tro uble Started. 
While the last campaign was nt its 
height N ew ett’s publication, Iron Ore. 
contained an article in which it was 
inserted that Colonel Roosevelt “was 
Irunk frequently and that all his in ti­ 
mates knew i t ” 
The 
bull 
moose 
candidate, 
being 
eery busy at the time, ordered suit 
filed and went on with the campaign, 
it w a s supposed tha t he had forgotten 
itKMit the Incident and that he would 
not press tin? suit for ? 10,000 damages, 
nut he recently dispelled such supposi­ 
tions by announcing he would fight the 
thing <ait and settle the rumors about 
Intoxication once and for all. 
"It is time I did something,” said 
Colonel Roosevelt. 
“Not even a v« *r- 
lirt against me would spread tills be­ 
lief about my habits any wider than 
t has been spread already ." 
Friends of Colonel Roosevelt say the 
rumor that he was addicted to alco­ 
holic liquors was very widely circu- 
lat;*d. e s p e c ia lly in the west, and that 
many westerners got the Impression 
the leader of the Progressives was in­ 
toxicated most of the time. 
Newett did not appear to be greatly 
disturbed when Informed that he must 
actually fight the case out in court, 
lie is quoted as having said that he 
could prove his charge and that be felt 
•onfident of winning the suit. 
About 
the time Colonel Roosevelt 
reached Marquette his friends received 
a telegram from Denver announcing 
that one of N ewett’s representatives 
was in Colorado presumably Investi­ 
gating Colonel Roosevelt’s conduct In 
Colorado during the last campaign and 
try ing to get evidence to Ih> used at 
the trial. 
While the suit in form was directed 
against Newett, its aim. according to 
Colonel Roosevelt’s friends, was the 
thorough airing of a scandal that had 
» read to all sections of the country .

one new spaper the colonel would seem 
to have been making a mountain out 
of a molehill 


Wanted Facts Told. 


But the reason lay deeeper. The ex- 
presldent w as determ ined to tiring out 
In public, where It could be attacked 
and defended, a story which has been 
whispered and even openly insinuated 
about him all over the United States 
Ile did not wish thnt story to spread 
into popular legend about him, as It 
has about other presidents and public 
men 
w ho let It go uncontradicted. 
Probably In no previous case has the 
story been spread so widely. 
In the far w est It has grown to sueh 
proportions that w hat purport to be 
accounts of the colonel’s debauches 
have appeared In the new spapers, but 
alw ays so guarded thnt they could not 
tx* made the Iwtsis of libel actions.
